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OBSERVATIONS. 


The  great  utility  of  a  knowledge  of  Domes- 
tic Medicine,  to  individuals  residing  a  distance  from 
medical  aid,  is  loo  obvious  to  need  any  comment ; 
and  with  a  moderate  information  on  that  subject, 
many  fatal  disorders  might  be  arrrested  in  their 
pristine  state,  which,  when  left  to  arrive  at  a  more 
mature  one,  terminate  the  life  of  the  patient. 

To  Families  residing  in  the  Country,  and 
wishing  to  relieve  the  wants  of  their  indigent  neigh- 
bours, a  moderate  acquaintance  with  the  use  of 
general  medicine,  cannot  be  too  strongly  recom- 
mended ;  and  for  that  purpose,  I  have  given  (as  far 
as  the  limits  of  so  small  a  work  would  allow)  every 
necessary  information. 

It  must  be  observed,  the  doses  prescribed 
through  these  directions,  are  for  adults,  and  there 
is  some  difficulty  in  graduating  them  for  different 
ages  and  constitutions ;  however,  the  following 
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proportions  will  be  found  as  correct  as  possible  s  — 
A  person  between  twenty  and  fourteen  years  of  age, 
may  take  two-thirds; — between  fourteen  and  nine, 
one  half; — between  nine  and  six,  one-third  ; — be- 
tween six  and  three,  one-fourth  ; — between  four  and 
two,  one-sixth  ; — between  two  and  one,  one-tenth  ; 
and  below  one  year  of  age,  one-twelfth. 

The  greatest  care  should  be  attended  to  in 
weighing  and  measuring  the  doses  ;  and  also  in  hav- 
ing every  article  well  cleaned  after  use ;  and  more 
particularly  procuring  medicines  where  the  accuracy 
of  their  composition  may  be  depended  on*

DOMESTIC  MEDICINES. 


Arquebusa.de  Water. 

THIS  celebrated  water  has  long  been  used  for 
sprains,  bruises,  and  resolving  coagulated  blood, 
&c,  It  is  likewise  a  good  anteseplic  for  the  teeth 
and  gums,  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of  water, 
and  used  with  a  moderate  soft  brush  every  morning. 

Tincture  of  Rhubarb. 
From  half  an  ounce  to  an  ounce  and  a  half 
in  the  same  quantity  of  water  aftbtds  an  excellent 
warm  purgative  draught,  for  colics  and  flatuient 
affections  of  the  bowels. 

Tincture  of  Senna 
Is  taken  in  the  same  quantity  as  the  Tincture 
of  Eliubarb,  and  is  an  agreeable  and  useful  carmi- 
native cathartic. 

Huxham's  Tincture  of  Bark 
May  be  taken  to  the  extent  of  a  table  spoon- 
ful, diluted  with  double  the  quantity  of  pure  water, 
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three  times  a  day,  in  cases  of  languor  of  the  sto- 
mach, and  debility  of  the  system:  eight  drops  of 
the  Aci«l  Elixir  of  Vitriol  will  considerably  promote 
ilsethcacj,  particularly  if  attended  with  nocturnal 
perspirations. 

Tincture  of  Myrrh 

Is  an  excellent  remedy  for  the  teeth  and 
gums,  the  ra"iith  should  be  washed  wilh  half  a  lea 
spoonful  in  a  glass  of  water  night  and  morning;  a 
table  spoonful  of  it,  wilh  fifteen  drops  of  Elixir  of 
Vitriol,  and  half  a  pint  of  barley  water  makes  a 
very  good  gargle  for  sore  throais,  and  should  be 

used  four  times  a  day. 

Emetic  for  IpecacuhanaJ  Wine. 

From  one  to  two  ounces  taken  alone  ope- 
rates as  an  immediate  emetic,  or  half  an  ounce 
taken  first,  and  repeated  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, every  five  or  ten  minutes  till  it  operates, 
working  it  oft"  with  warm  water,  thin  gruel,  or 
Chamomile  Tea.  The  Ipecacuanha  Wine  given  as 
an  emetic,  is  useful  in  the  beginning  oi  fevers,  sore 
throats,  colds,  sickness  of  the  stomach,  indigestion, 
bilious  complaints,  &c.  and  is  best  administered 


early  in  the  morning, — It  is  the  safest  way  for  is- 
fanls,  to  begin  wilh  gentle  doses,  and  repeat  it  till 
it  operates. 

Castor  Oil 

Is  taken  from  one  ounce  to  an  ounce  and  a 
half,  and  affords  an  excellent  purgative  in  cases  of 
spasmodic  colic,  habitual  costiveness,  or  piles.  It 
may  be  taken  conveniently  in  a  little  peppermint 
water,  swallowed  oil"  as  it  Coals  on  the  lop :  a  ta- 
ble spoonful  of  Tincture  of  Senna,  will  prove  a 
useful  addition,  in  rendering  it  less  nauseous  to  the 
taste  and  stomach,  and  al  the  same  time,  promoting 
its  purgative  quality.  It  is  taken  as  an  alterative, 
from  one  to  ihree  tea  spoonfuls  (beginning  with  the 
lesser  dose),  in  jaundice,  stone  and  gravel,  and 
bilious  complaints,  diluting  it  plentifully  wilh  lliin 
gruel;  and  if  taken  regularly  night  and  morning, 
for  some  considerable  lime,  will  be  of  last iiirr  £Ood 
effect.  Those  who  are  averse  to  oily  medicine,  may 
take  this  heal  up  with  the  yolk  of  an  egg  and  fresh 
cow's  milk,  with  which  it  forms  an  agreeable emul- 
-  sion. 

Opodeldoc. 

Used  only  externally,  when  the  skin  is  not 
rubbed  oil',  and  is  proper  to  be  applied  lo  bruises, 
sprains,  chilblains,  &c»  and  used  twice  a  day. 
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OINTMENTS  akd  PLAISTER5. 

Yclloio  Basilicum. 

This  is  a  very  useful  ointment,  and  may  be 
applied  to  wounds  in  general :  when  blisters  require 
to  be  kept  open  for  a  short  time,  this  is  a  proper 
application. 

Spermaceti  Ointment 

Is  the  most  cooling  and  healing  of  all  oint- 
ments :  blisters  that  are  to  be  quickly  healed,  should 
be  dressed  with  this  ointment,  at  least  twice  a  day. 

Turner's  Cerate. 
This  is  thought  to  heal  chilblains  when 
broken  sooner  than  most  ointments;   it  is  less 
drawing  than  Yellow  Basilicum,  and  less  healing 
than  Spermaceti  Ointment, 

White  Dyachylon,  Court  Plaister,  fye. 

The  uses  of  which  are  generally  too  well 
known  to  need  any  instructions. 


Extract  of  Lead. 
Used  for  external  purposes  only  ;  and  is  much 
•sleemed  in  inflammations,  bruises,  slight  burn*, 
scalds,  excoriations,  and  a  variety  of  other  injuries, 
and  affections  of  the  body:  a  tea  spoonful  of  the 
Extract  and  one  of  brandy,  in  a  pint  of  soft  water, 
makes  the  Goulard's  Lotion,  which  is  a  very  ex- 
cellent eye  water  when  the  eyes  are  inflamed  ;  it  is 
likewise  used  to  make  poultices  instead  of  milk. 

Fryar's  Balsam. 

Used  both  externally  and  internally  :  exter- 
nally, for  recent  wounds,  punctures  of  the  tendons, 
nails,  &c.  applied  on  a  piece  of  lint;  internally, 
from  twenty  to  thirty  drops,  in  a  glass  of  water, 
wine,  or  loaf  sugar,  for  wanning  and  strengthening 
the  stomach,  and  for  colic.  It  is  given  with  good 
effect  for  coughs  of  long  standing,  and  consumptive 
habits,  in  the  dose  of  twenty  drops  twice  a  day. 

Tincture  of  Colombo. 

From  one  to  three  tea  spoonfuls  twice  or 
three  times  a  day,  in  a  glass  of  Chamomile  Tea. 
Colombo  is  much  recommended  as  a  sedative  and 
corroborant,  particularly  in  hot  climates,  and  in 
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various  diseases.— habitual  vomiting,  diarrhoeas, 
colics,  fevers,  &c. 

Tincture  of  Guaiacum. 
In  ch  ronic  rheumatism,  gout  in  the  stomach, 
and  paralytic  numbness.  A  lea  spoonful  taken 
morning  and  evening,  will  prove  the  most  effica- 
cious stimulating  medicine  that  can  be  employed. 
It  may  he  taken  in  wine  and  water,  and  the  part 
affected  should  he  well  rubbed  with  Volatile  Lina- 
mtiil  every  night. 

Sweet  Sjririt  Nitre. 

Allays  fever,  quenches  thirst,  promotes  the 
natural  secretions,  moderately  strengthens  the  sto- 
mach, and  resists  putrefaction;  hence  it  becomes 
a  valuable  medicine  in  fevers,  both  inflammatory 
and  putrid.  In  cases  of  slranguarv,  or  stoppage  of 
urine,  it  may  be  given  with  advantage,  with  the 
mucilage  of  Gum  Arabic,  to  which  one  ounce  of 
Castor  Oil  may  be  added,  if  the  body  is  costive. 
From  a  tea  spoonful  to  one  and  a  haff  may  be  taken 
for  a  dose  twice  a  day. 

Paragoric  Elixir. 

From  thirty  to  eighty  drops  in  pure  water, 
Ihree  times  a  day,  powerfully  allays  the  tickling' 


sensation  in  the  throat,  which  produces  frequent 

coughing  ;  and  used  early  in  coughs  and  colds  (un- 
attended with  fever)  generally  supersedes  the  use 
of  any  other  medicine. 

Stomach  Bitters, 

From  one  to  three  tea  spoonfuls  taken  iu  a 
glass  of  water,  an  hour  before  dinner,  creates  ap- 
petite, and  promotes  digestion. 

Laudanum. 

The  dose  for  those  unaccustomed  to  take 
Laudanum  is  from  ten  to  thirty  drops.    By  frequent 
nse  the  quantity  given  should  l»e  increased,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  violence  of  the  pain  or  other  symp- 
toms, which  it  abates.    The  general  effects  of  Ia'is 
medicine  are  to  relax  the  solids,  and  render  them 
less  sensible  of  pain,  it  removes  irritation,  cheers 
the  spirits,  and  promotes  perspiration,  but  restrains 
all  other  evacuations.    An  eminent  physician  has 
written   on  the  effects  of  Laudanum    as  being 
when  judiciously  administered,  the  most  valuable 
medicine  in  the  Materia  Medica ;  and  in  certain 
stages,  and  with  certain  combinations,  is  most  ad- 
vantageously employed  in  almost  every  disease  in- 
cident to  Ihe  human  frame.    Jt  mitigates  pain, 
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induces  sleep,  allays  inordinate  action,  and  dimi- 
nishes morbid  irritability ;  hence  it  becomes  an 
invaluable  remedy  in  obviating  symptomatic  fevers 
from  accidents.  In  spasmodic  colic  it  prevents  in- 
flammation of  the  bowels,  and  in  all  spasmodic 
atl'eclions,  it  is  more  or  less  employed.  In  incurable 
diseases,  where  the  sufferings  of  the  patient  are 
most  excruciating,  as  in  cancer,  &c.  it  wonderfully 
alleviates  the  misery,  and  renders  life  tolerable. — 
For  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  two  drops  carefully 
dropped  into  the  affected  eye  or  eyes,  twice  a  day, 
will  often  succeed  in  dispersing  the  inflammation  in 
three  or  four  applications,  after  Saturnine  Lotions 
and  blisters  have  failed. 

Spirit  Sal  V olatate. 
From  ten  to  eighty  drops,  in  wine  or  water, 
is  an  excellent  medicine  in  lowness  of  spirits,  sud- 
den faintings,  and  all  hysterical,  and  hypochondri- 
cal  affections :  the  same  quantity  of  Lavender  Drops 
will  render  it  more  agreeable  to  the  palate  and 
acceptable  to  the  stomach,  and  at  the  same  time 
promote  its  cordial  powers. 

JETHER. 

A  tea  spoonful  in  a  glass  of  peppermint  or 
pure  water,  in  spasmodic  colic,  or  cramp  in  the 
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•tomach  ;  hysteric,  epileptic,  or  fainting  fits  ;  a  • 
dessert  spoonful  in  a  wine  glass  of  Camphorated 
Julep,  is  found  an  admirable  remedy  when  the  gout 
flies  to  the  stomach.  It  often  gives  ease  in  the 
most  violent  head-ache,  by  being  applied  externally 
to  the  part  ;  and  relieves  the  tooth-ache,  by  being 
dropped  on  cotton,  and  put  to  the  affected  tooth. 
W  hen  taken  it  should  be  followed  as  quickly  ai 
possible,  to  prevent  its  evaporation. 

Lavender  Drops,  or  Sp  rit  of  Lavender. 

This  medicine  is  a  grateful  and  reviving  cor- 
dial, much  esteemed  in  paralytic  affections,  and  all 
kinds  of  languor  and  weakness  of  the  nerves,  and 
decays  of  age  :  from  thirty  to  sixty  drops  may  be 
taken  in  wine  or  water,  three  limes  a  day. 

Spirit  of  Hartshorn. 

From  twenty  lo  sixty  drops  in  water;  and 
used  for  llie  same  purposes  as  Sal  Volatale.  Equal 
p:irts  of  Hartshorn  and  Salad  Oil  form  an  excellent 
stimulating  external  application  for  paralytic  numb- 
ness, chronic  rheumatism,  diseased  joints,  and  in- 
flammatory gore  throats. 
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Acid  Elixir  of  Vitriol. 

From  ten  to  forty  drops  or  more  In  a  wine 
glass  of  water,  or  Infussion  of  Roses,  Bark,  or 
Bitters,  twice  or  three  times  a  day,  at  such  periods 
as  the  stomach  is  not  empty.  This  acid  is  valuable 
in  weakness  and  relaxation  of  the  stomach,  decay 
of  the  constitution,  loss  of  appetite,  continual 
reaching,  spitting  blood,  &c.  particularly  when 
proceeding  from  irregularity. 

Essence  of  Peppermint 

Readily  mixes  with  water,  in  the  proportion 
of  thirty  drops  to  a  pint ;  and  makes  a  more  plea" 
sant  and  belter  simple  water  than  that  distilled  from 
the  herb  ;  or  six  drops  may  be  taken  on  lump  sugar 
for  giddiness,  or  sickness,  occasioned  by  wind  on  the 
stomach. 

Aromatic  Confection 

Is  given  from  a  scruple  to  half  a  drachm,  and 
is  an  excellent  cordial  for  the  stomach;  and  may 
be  taken  in  any  agreeable  liquid.  It  is  a  good  me- 
dicine for  internal  weaknesses,  attended  with  fever- 
ish symptoms;  as  it  contains  no  spirit,  it  strengthens 
the  constitution  without  healing  it.  For  a  Diarrhoea 
•given  in  the  proportion  of  one  scruple  with  ten 
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grains  of  Rhubarb,  in  Peppermint  Water,  generally 
answers. 

Calcined  Magnesia 

Is  very  useful  in  destroying  acidity  in  the  sto- 
mach, and  thus  relieving  the  unpleasant  sensation 
termed  Ihe  heart-burn  :  for  which  purpose  a  lea- 
spoonful  may  betaken  occasionally.  The  Calcined 
Magnesia  of  the  London  College  is  preferable  to 
the  common  Magnesia,  on  account  of  ils  not  pro- 
ducing flatulency,  on  ils  union  wilh  an  arid  in  ihe 
stomach  ;  a  very  troublesome  consequence  in  cases 
of  indigestion.    It  is  in  "Teat  esteem  for  removing 

on  n 

the  many  disorders  children  are  subject  to,  from  a 
redundance  of  acid  humour  in  Ihe  first' passages. 

Poicder  of  Rhubarb. 

From  ten  to  forty  grains,  in  any  agreeable 
liquid,  may  be  taken  alone  or  joined  wilh  Magne- 
sia, and  in  cases  of  flatulency,  four  or  five  of  the 
Flour  of  Jamaica  Ginger  may  be  added.  The  latte  r 
dose  (40  <; rs. )  is  an  excellent  aperient  medicine, 
operating  without  violence  or  irritation  ;  and  may 
bu  given  with  the  greatest  safely  to  the  most  dVli- 
Ctfte  constitutions'.  The  former  may  be  taken  every 
day,  an  hour  before  dinner;  it  strengthens  sto- 
m  u  li  and  creates  appetite. 
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Powder  Jallap. 

From  ten  to  thirty  grains,  in  any  agreeable 
liquid,  or  twenty  grains  mixed  with  two  drachms 
of  Tincture  of  Senna,  and  one  ounce  of  Pepper- 
mint Water,  is  a  very  pleasant,  safe,  and  effectual 
purgative  medicine,  and  generally  performs  its 
office  with  neither  nausea  or  griping. 

Senna  Leaves. 

In  domestic  medicine,  Senna  has  been  long 
employed,  as  a  purgative  for  children.  To  make 
the  infusion,  half  a  pint  of  boiling  water  should  be 
ptured  on  half  an  ounce  of  Senna,  with  which  a 
few  Prunes  and  Coriander  Seeds  may  be  infused, 
which  makes  it  more  palatable.  To  adults,  Senna 
is  geuerally  given  in  conjunction  with  some  more 
active  purge,  as  Rochelle,  or  Epsom  Salts,  &c. 

Lenitive  Electuary 

Has  been  long,  and  very  deservedly,  esteemed 
as  a  convenient  and  gentle  laxative  medicine,  in 
habitual  costiveness,  piles,  &c.  taken  in  doses  of 
a  tea  spoonful  occasionally. 

Rochelle  Salts. 
From  one  ounce  to  one  and  a  half,  dissolved 
in  a  pint  of  warm  gruel,  veal  broth,  whey,  or  any 


other  agreeable  liquid,  to  which  one  ounce  of 
Manna  may  be  added.  Rochelle  Salt  is  a  pleasant 
purging  medicine,  and  more  agreeable  to  the  palate 
than  Glaubers,  or  any  other  saline  aperient,  though 
equally  effective. 

Salt  of  Worm  Wood. 
Used  as  directed  for  Saline  Draughts. 

Emetic  Tartar. 
From  two  to  three  grains  dissolved  in  warm 
water,  and  given  alone  as  an  emetic,  or  from  half 
a  grain  to  one  grain,  given  with  fifteen  or  twenty 
grains  of  Ipecacuanha  Powder,  on  the  first  attack, 
of  the  hooping  cough,  small  pox,  measles,  inflam- 
matory fevers,  foulness  of  the  stomach,  dropsical 
complaints,  and  diseases  of  the  lungs,  as  asthmas, 
&c.  and  in  all  cases  where  easy  and  full  vomiting  is 
required.  It  is  a  safe  and  pleasant  emetic  for 
children  given  in  small  quantities  (proportioning 
according  to  the  age),  and  given  every  ten  minutes 
till  it  operates. 

Calomel 

Is  one  of  the  best  and  safest  of  the  mercurial 
preparations  that  can  be  given  in  a  solise  form.  U 
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is  given  10  destroy  worms  in  grown  persons,  from 
Mi  to  eight  grains  made  into  a  bolus  with  Conserve, 
Jelly,  or  auy  thick  substance,  and  taken  at  bed. 
time;  and  a  brisk  purgative  taken  in  the  morning. 
In  bilious  affections,  from  one  to  two  grains  of 
Calomel  may  be  administered,  with  three  or  four 
grains  of  Socotrine  Aloes  and  Castile  Soap  formed 
into  a  bolus;  or  with  Powder  of  Rhubarb,  con- 
tinued in  small  doses  as  the  case  may  require.  In 
cutaneous  inflammations  and  eruptions,  and  in 
other  diseases  of  the  blood,  it  is  proper  to  take 
one  grain  at  bed  time,  for  a  considerable  period, 
occasionally  working  it  off  with  Rochelle  Salt  and 
Manna. 

dnlhnonial  Powder. 

From  six  to  sixteen  grains,  but  to  take  it 
in  smaller  quantities  at  one  lime  (as  six  or  eight 
grains),  anil  repeat  it  in  two  hours  ;  if  the  first 
dose  does  not  operate  is  more  advisable  than  t!>e  full 
dose  taken  at  once.— The  powder  may  be  made  into 
a  bolus  with  any  Jelly,  &c  ;  the  patient  drinking 
freely  of  veal  broth,,  wine  whey,  barley  water,  or 
any  weak  liquid  (that  is  not  acid)  lukewarm.  This 
Powder  is  given  in  the  beginning  of  fevers,  arising 
from  obstructed  perspiration,  chronic  rheumatism, 
&c.  &c. 
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Dover's  Sweating  Powder. 
From  six  to  twenty  grains  in  a  saline  draught, 
Vine  whey,  &c.  This  Powder  is  given  in  chronic 
rheumatism,  coughs,  colds,  hoarsenesses,  and  other 
complaints,  arising  from  an  obstructed  perspiration? 
it  has  this  advantage  of  the  Antimonial  Powder, 
that  the  patient  need  not  be  confined  to  so  strict  a 
regimen,  nor  is  in  so  great  danger  of  taking  cold. 

Powder  of  Bark. 

There  are  three  species  of  Bark  made  use  of, 
the  pale,  the  yellow,  and  the  red,  and  which  are 
promiscuously  administered,  from  half  a  drachm 
lo  one  drachm  every  hour,  in  levers  of  the  inter- 
inittanl  kind  (commonly  called  allies)  with  equal 
success.  If  the  full  dose  should  disagree  with  the 
stomach,  so  as  to  produce  vomiting  or  looseness, 
three  or  four  drops  of  Laudanum  should  be  given 
witi)  every  other  dose,  and  live  grains  of*  (he  Flour 
of  Jamaica  Ginger. — It  may  be  taken  either  in  Port 
Wine,  Camphor  Julip,  or  Peppermint  Water  — 
JDuring  the  hot  fit,  it  may  he  gi\e:i  with  *  Paljfe 
spoouful  of  Mindererus's  Spirit. — The  baik,  as  a 
strengthening  medicine,  is  now  more  given  than 
any  other  of  the  class  of  tonics.  Ill  mortifies  ion, 
putrid  sore  throats,  malignant  fevers,  it  is  almost  the 
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•nly  remedy  that  can  be  employed,  taken  from  on« 
scruple  to  two,  ever)  two  or  three  hours,  in  Cam- 
phor Julip.  'J  he  Decoction  of.  Bark  is  made  by 
boiling  one  ounce  of  bruised  Bark  in  one  pint  and 
a  half  of  water,  in  a  covered  vessel,  for  Icp  mi- 
nutes, and  strained,  whilst  hot,  through  a  coarse 
cloth. 

Camphor. 

Is  generally  employed  in  fevers,  both  of  an 
inflammatory,  and  malignant  kind,  in  spasmodic 
affections,  morbid  irritability  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem, and  often  in  fluxes  :  the  common  and  best 
mode  of  exhibiting  this  medicine,  is  suspended  in 
water,  by  means  of  Gum  Arabic  aud  sugar,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Camphor  Julip,  or  Mixture. 
Camphor  one  scruple,  Spirits  of  Wine  or 
Brandy  fifteen  drops,  sugar  and  Gum  Arabic  each 
two  drachms.— Rub  the  Camphor  first  with  the 
Spirit,  rubbing  it  to  a  fine  powder  with  the  sogar, 
then  add  (he  Gum,  and  pour  to  it,  by  de_ree»,  one 
pint  of  boiling  water  ;  continue  the  rabbling,  cover 
it  over,  and  when  cold,  strain  througb-fiue  linen. 
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Purified  Nilre. 

In  doses  of  six  to  ten  grains  dissolved  in  wa- 
ter, gruel,  or  Champhor  Julep,  possesses  both  an 
aperient  and  cooling  quality,  which  quenches  thirst, 
abates  febrile  heal,  and  allays  inordinate  motion  of 

Ihe  circulation.    A  solution  of  Nitre  in  water,  in 

« 

the  proportion  of  one  drachm  to  half  a  pint,  makes 
a  useful  garble  for  dispersing  inflammations  in  the 
throat  and  mouth. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 

In  doses  of  one  tea  spoonful,  taken  in  any 
agreeable  form,  is  a  mild  cooling  aperient ;  in  larger 
doses  (from  two  to  three)  it  operates  as  a  mild 
cathartic.  Cream  of  Tarta-,  mixed  with  Sulphur, 
and  sometimes  Nilre,  and  made  up  with  any  con- 
serve, or  syrup,  into  an  Electuary  will,  if  du'y  con- 
tinued in  doses  of  a  lea  spoonful  or  two,  morning 
and  evening,  be  frequently  serviceable  in  piles,  and 
various  other  chronic  diseases.  The  Imperial  Drink, 
•which  has  been  so  much  recommended  as  a  beve- 
rage, to  keep  Ihe  body  cool  during  the  increased 
heat  of  the  atmosphere,  and  quenching  the  thirst 
attendant  on  inflammatory  fe\ers,  is  made  in  the 
following  manner  :  Cream  of  Tartar,  3  drachms,

t  lie  riiul  of  one  lemon,  pour  on  lliem  (in  an  earthen 
vessel)  one  quart  of  boiling  waler,  and  when  colli, 
ailil  sufficient  lump  sugar  to  make  it  pleasant. 

Mi/k  of  Sulphur. 

Taken  in  doses  of  a  lea  spoonful  in  a  glass 
of  milk,  is  esteemed  a  great  purifier  of  the  blood, 
in  scorbutic  complaints ;  and  is  useful  for  those  af- 
flicted wiili  the  piles,  in  keeping  the  body  cool  and 
gently  open. 

Mivderus's  Spirit. 

The  dose  is  a  table  spoonful  or  more,  in  half 
a  pint  of  wine  whey  ;  this  is  an  excellent  salient 
aperient  liquor  ;  taken  warm  in  bed,  it  proves  com- 
monly a  powerful  suporific,  and  as  it  acts  without 
heat,  it  has  place  in  febrile  and  inflammatory  dis- 
orders, where  if  the  Antimonial  or  Dover's  Pow- 
ders fail  of  producing  effect,  Ihey  aggravate  the 
distemper.    The  Mindererus's  Spirit  mixed  with  an 
equal  quantity  of  brandy,  and  six  limes  the  quan- 
tity of  soft  water,  may  be  made  use  of  as  an  em- 
brocation to  abate  inflammations,  &c.  in  the  same 
■way  as  Goulard's  Lotion,  and  it  often  succeeds 
where  that  Lotion  is  loo  repellant. 
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Blisters. 

Fixed  pains,  whether  external  or  internal,  as 
ihc  rheumatism,  hip-gout,  dysentery,  pleurisy,  or 
bastard -pleurisy,  are  often  observed  to  yield  lo  a 
blister  on  the  p  irt.  They  are  likewise  applied  to 
the  head  in  epileptic  and  manical  disorders,  inve- 
terate  and  periodical  head  aches,  and  obstinate  de- 
fluxion  of  the  eyes. — The  method  of  evacuation  by 
blisters,  has  this  to  recommend  it  above  all  others, 
it  may  be  safely  used  at  all  times.  Many  fevers  are 
cured  by  evacuation  alone,  without  the  use  of  any 
other  means;  but  scarce  any  of  the  more  violent 
kind  can  be  removed  without  those  evacuations 
produced  by  blisters.  If  much  heat  be  employed 
in  spreading  blisters,  tlie  stimulating  properties  of 
the  ingredient  will  hs  destroyed. 

Saline  Draughts. 

Generally  given  in  colds  and  fevers,  and  are 
a  most  efficacious  and  pleasant  remedy.  The  man- 
ner to  prepare  them  is  as  follows  :  to  one  ounce  of 
fresh  lemon  juice,  add  two  scruples  of  Salt  of 
Wormwood,  and  wheu  the  eftervesence  ceases  add 
one  drachm  of  lump  sugar,  four  drops  of  Lauda- 
num, and  one  ounce  of  cinnamon  water.  One  may 
be  taken  every  two  hours. 
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Worm,  or  Basilic  Powder, 

Is  a  safe  and  certain  remedy  for  worms  in 
children,  and  should  be  given  in  jelly,  honey,  or 
some  substance.  Two  or  three  grains  may  be  ad- 
ministered from  oue  to  three  years  of  age  ;  four  or 
five,  from  three  to  six  ;  eiglit  or  ten,  from  six  to 
ten  years  of  age;  and  increased  or  diminished  ac- 
cording to  the  strength  of  the  patient.
